found  a  picture  more  truly  grand  and 
beautiful,  or  one  which  -would  possess  so 
many  and  varied  attractions  as  one  of 
these  famous  plates  of  Audubon's.  It  is 
perhaps  needless  for  us  to  say  much  here 
in  praise  of  these  plates  or  in  explana- 
tion of  their  history.  Their  production 
was  the  grand  result  of  the  labor  of  a  life- 
time spent,  as  it  was,  in  the  constant 
pursuit  of  this  one  great  object,  in  which 
he  was  sustained  by  a  lofty  enthusiasm 
which  no  difficulties  nor  no  amount  of 
danger  could  overcome.  In  every  plate 
it  is  Nature  herself  that  is  copied.  They 
are  full  of  vivacity,  the  birds  being  rep- 
resented in  action  amid  the  scenes,  or 
on  the  plants  and  trees  most  common  to 
their  habits,  all  carefully  drawn  and  col- 
ored according  to  nature.  He  has  not 
contented  himself,  as  others  have  done, 
^vith  single  profile  view^s,  but  in  very 
many  instances  has  grouped  his  figures 
so  as  to  represent  the  originals  at  their 
natural  avocations  ;  and  has  placed  them 
on  branches  of  trees  decorated  w^ith  foli- 
age, blossoms  and  fruits,  or  amidst  plants 
of  numerous  species.  Some  are  seen  pur- 
suing their  prey  through  the  air,  search- 
ing for  food  amongst  the  leaves  and  herb- 
age, sitting  in  their  nests,  or  feeding  their 
young ;  whilst  others  of  a  different  nature 
swim,  \A^ade  or  glide  in  or  over  their  allot- 
ted element.  In  this  consists  the  superior- 
ity of  Audubon's  delineations  over  those 
of  other  naturalists,  wherein  the  birds  are 
represented  in  as  stiff  a  posture  as  if  they 
were  sitting  for  their  portraits.

Two  of  these  birds,  commonly  called  by  fishermen 
Penguins,  are  here  di-awn^  one  majestically  sailing 
along  on  the  surface  of  the  water  of  a  bay  near  the 
banks  of  Newfoundland,  the  other  standing  erect  on 
a  rock,  in  such  a  position  as  to  give  a  full  view  of 
its  clear  white  breast,  which  stands  out  in  marked 
contrast  to  the  dark  tints  of  its  back  and  head. 
Both  are  drawn  full  life  size,  as  natural  as  life  it- 
self, and  seem  in  perfect  keeping  with  the  bleak 
scene  in  which  they  are  depicted.

These  two  plates  present  a  very  curious  and  in- 
teresting picture.  The  two  Auhs  are  represented 
paddling  along  through  the  water  easily  and  grace- 
fully, the  pure  white  of  their  lo\ver  parts  showing  a 
curious  contrast  to  the  jet  black  of  the  upper.  The 
t>wo  Arctic  Puifins.  or  Sea  Parrots,  as  they  are-  usu- 
ally called,  are  pictured  in  one  of  their  breeding 
places  in  Labrador.  The  head  of  the  female  is  seen 
pi'ojeeting  from  one  of  their  peculiar  burrowed  nests, 
while  the  male  is  reposing  on  a  rock  near  the  en- 
trance, presenting  a  fine  view  of  the  varied  shades 
of  his  odd  but  handsome  plumage.  The  breast  is 
pure  white,  the  back  and  band  around  the  throat 
very  dark,  and  the  bill  brightly  and  handsomely  col- 
ored.

In  this  plate  Audubon  has  drawn  the  pensive,  op- 
pressed crow  of  our  country  on  a  beautiful  branch 
of  the  Black  Walnut  Tree,  loaded  with  nuts,  on  the. 
lower  twig  of  which  he  has  represented  the  delicate 
nest  of  our  common  humming-bird.  The  pose  of  the 
bird  and  the  watchful,  suspicious  glance  of  the  eye, 
are  natural  in  the  extreme.  The  coloring,  as  usual, 
is  beautifully  and  accurately  done,  the  general  color 
of  the  plumage  being  black,  with  purplish-blue  re- 
flections.

This  may  be  said  to  be  the  only  species  of  Black- 
bird found  in  the  United  States  that  is  not  con- 
stantly subjected  to  persecution,  they  being  gener- 
ally believed  to  be  inoffensive;  and  it  seems  to  be 
fully  aware  of  its  privileges,  judging  from  the  ex- 
treme liveliness  of  its  motions  and  its  continual 
chatter.  The  pair  here  presented  to  view  form  an 
extremely  lively  and  interesting  picture,  gambolling 
among  the  branches  of  a  handsome  specimen  of  the 
Honey  Locust  in  full  bloom.  Both  are  drawn  life 
size,  a  front  view  presented  of  one  and  back  view  of 
the  other,  the  positions  being  natural  and  graceful.

On  this  large  plate  are  represented  a  pair  of  Car- 
rion Crows  or  Black  Vultures,  drawn  life  size  and  in 
full  plumage.  They  are  busily  engaged  with  the 
head  of  one  of  our  common  America)!,  Deer,  an  accu- 
rate drawing  of  which  is  given.  One  has  fixed  his 
talons  into  the  deer's  head,  and  both  are  evidently 
preparing  for  a  feast.  The  scene  is  on  the  edge  of  a 
pretty  grove  in  one  of  our  Southern  States,  through 
which  a  river  is  winding  its  way.  Like  many  others 
of  Audubon's  wonderful  plates,  it  is  as  much  re- 
markable for  the  vivid  impression  it  conveys  of  the 
bird's  nature  and  habits  as  for  the  fidelity  with 
which  its  form  and  plumage  are  reproduced.  They 
are  presented  here  as  they  would  naturally  be  seen, 
actively  engaged  in  their  usual  avocations  instead 
of,  as  is  often  the  case,  being  placed  erect,  in  an  un- 
natural position,  as  if  to  be  photographed.

Two  specimens  are  here  given  of  the  Telloio-billed 
Cuckoo  (or  the  Cowbird,  as  it  is  very  commonly 
called  in  nearly  every  part  of  the  Union),  male  and 
female,  and  almost  as  if  photographed  from  nature, 
so  life-like  and  natural  do  they  appear,  winging 
their  way  among  the  foliage  of  the  Papaw  Tree,  a 
branch  of  which  is  here  pictured,  from  which  is  sus- 
pended a  cluster  of  its  peculiar  fruit.  The  plumage 
of  the  bird  is  blended,  slightly  glossed.  The  length 
of  the  male  is  twelve  and  one-half  inches;  of  the  fe- 
male, eleven  and  three-quarters  inches.

Audubon  has  here  placed  a  pair  of  Song  Sparrows 
on  a  twig  of  Huckleberry  Bush  in  blossom.  This 
bird  is  always  a  favorite,  as  it  is  pleasing  to  hear  it 
singing,  us  it  does,  earlier  in  spring  and  later  in  au- 
tumn than  almost  any  other  bird.  Of  the  Towhe 
Bunting  or  Ground  Finch  there  are  here  represented 
a  male  and  female,  moving  through  the  twigs  of  the 
common  briar,  usually  called  the  Blacli  Briar.  It 
is  a  plump  bird  and  becomes  very  fat  in  winter,  in 
consequence  of  which  it  is  named  Ch'asset  in  Louisi- 
ana, where  many  are  shot  for  the  table  by  the 
planters.

The 
depressed  form  of  its  body,  the  singular  shape  of  its 
bill,  the  beautiful  coloring  of  its  plumage,  the  value 
of  its  down  as  an  article  of  commerce,  and  the  na- 
ture of  its  haunts,  render  it  a  very  remarkable  spe- 
cies. Three  specimens  are  drawn  in  this  plate,  life 
size,  in  difl'erent  positions,  exhibiting  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage their  varied  gradations  of  plumage.

Only  two  copies  of  this  handsome  plate  remain 
for  sale.  The  margins  are  slightly  soiled  or  torn, 
but  not  more  than  can  easily  be  covered  by  a  mat  in 
framing,  the  plates  themselves  being  entirely  unin- 
jured. 

The  fine  pair  from  which  Audubon  made  the  two 
figures  in  this  plate  were  presented  to  him  by  the 
great  statesman,  Daniel  Webster.  The  female  is 
pictured  squatting  on  the  ground,  while  the  male  is 
standing  behind  and  a  little  above  her,  with  neck 
sti-etched  out  to  its  fullest  extent.  Although  known 
as  far  north  as  Massachusetts,  this  species  is  more 
commonly  met  with  in  the  Southern  States,  where, 
at  seasons,  it  is  very  abundant.  At  New  Orleans  it 
is  commonly  known  by  the  name  of  Dos  Gris.

Audubon  here  presents  several  figures  of  this  sin- 
gular species,  to  show  their  positions  when  on  the 
wing,  performing  their  antics  in  the  love  season,  as 
well  as  when  alighted.  A  good-sized  nest  is  prettily 
placed  on  a  Wild  Rose  branch,  the  flowers  in  full 
bloom.  Standing  erect  in  her  nest  is  a  female  chat, 
looking  up  at  a  male,  which  is  perched  on  a  branch 
just  above  the  nest,  and  looking  down  at  her.  Hov- 
ering in  the  air  above  are  two  other  males,  in  differ- 
ent attitudes,  with  their  legs  and  feet  hanging,  and 
carolling  forth  their  song.  Audubon  says  that  at 
such  times,  while  continuing  its  song,  it  jerks  its 
body  with  great  vehemence,  performing  the  stran- 
gest and  most  whimsical  gesticulations.  He  has  re- 
produced just  such  a  scene  as  he  describes,  with  his 
usual  fidelity  to  nature,  the  result  being  an  exceed- 
ingly bright  and  beautiful  picture.

This  species  is  more  abundant  in  Maine,  New 
Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia  than  anywhere  else. 
Their  food  consists  principally  of  the  seeds  contained . 
in  the  cones  of  different  species  of  the  Pine  and  Fir. 
He  has  here  presented  a  flock  of  these  Crossbills, 
composed  of  individuals  of  difi'erent  ages,  engaged  in 
their  usual  occupations,  on  a  branch  of  their  favor- 
ite tree,  the  Hemlock  Pine.  It  is  an  exceedingly 
lively  group,  four  of  them  being  clustered  together 
around  a  bunch  of  the  cones,  from  which  they  are 
dexterously  extricating  the  seeds  with  their  bills, 
while  others,  evidently  having  satisfied  their  hun- 
ger, are  reposing  gracefully  or  frolicking  among  the 
branches.  The  eight  specimens  drawn  in  the  picture 
(all  life  size)  exhibit  the  different  varieties  of  plu- 
mage, from  the  very  young  to  the  very  old  bird  of 
both  sexes.

These  two  magnificent  falcons  form  one  of  the 
gems  of  the  collection.  With  their  beautiful  white 
plumage,  picturesquely  varied  by  the  peculiar  spots 
on  the  back  and  wings,  they  are  a  handsome  sight 
in  any  position  in  which  they  are  placed.  In  the 
picture  here  presented,  one  has  just  alighted  on  the 
edge  of  a  precipice,  while,  darting  down  towards  it, 
its  companion  is  seen  flying  through  the  air,  its 
powerful  wings  extended  to  their  full  length.  Audu- 
bon declares  the  labor  attendant  upon  the  accurate 
drawing  of  these  two  birds  to  have  been  exceeded 
by  none  others  in  the  course  of  his  work.  The  result 
as  seen  in  this  plate  is  well  worthy  of  the  labor.

Of  this  celebrated  Duck,  far  famed  as  food  for  epi- 
cures, Audubon  presents  in  this  magnificent  plate 
three  fine  specimens,  two  males  and  a  female.  One 
of  the  males  is  gracefully  sailing  along  on  the  water, 
with  head  erect  and  as  if  fully  conscious  of  the 
beautiful  spectacle  which  he  presents;  while  the 
other,  standing  upon  the  shore,  with  outstretched 
neck  and  open  bill,  is  preparing  to  snatch  at  some 
object  on  the  surface  of  the  water  which  has  at- 
tracted his  eye.  The  female  is  represented  standing 
upon  a  rock  on  the  edge  of  the  water.  In  the  back- 
ground is  a  view  of  the  city  of  Baltimore.  All  three 
of  the  birds  are  drawn  life  size  and  colored  from  na- 
ture, and  in  their  easy  and  graceful  positions  form  a 
truly  magnificent  spectacle.

This  species,  which  is  known  in  all  parts  of  the 
United  States  by  the  name  of  Black  Duck,  extends 
its  migrations  from  the  Straits  of  Belle  Isle,  on  the 
coast  of  Labrador,  to  Texas.  The  flight  of  this  duck, 
which  is  believed  to  be  peculiar  to  America,  is  pow- 
erful, rapid,  and  as  sustained  as  that  of  the  Mal- 
lard. While  travelling  by  day  they  may  be  distin- 
guished from  that  species  by  the  whiteness  of  their 
lower  wing  coverts,  which  forms  a  strong  contrast 
to  the  deep  tints  of  the  rest  of  their  plumage,  and 
which  he  has  represented  in  the  figure  of  the  female 
bird  in  the  plate,  where  we  have  shown  a  splendid 
pair  of  these  birds,  procured  in  the  full  perfection  of 
their  plumage.  They  are  placed  at  the  edge  of  a 
field  of  tall  grass,  on  a  spot  overlooking  a  lake,  and 
form  an  exceedingly  handsome  picture.

The  bird  from  which  the  drawing  was  made  was 
caught  near  Camden,  N.  J.  Tlie  tail  is  more  than 
twice  the  length  of  the  body.  He  has  placed  the  bird 
upon  a  twig  of  a  beautiful  little  tree,  Gordonia  Lasi- 
anthus,  which  is  met  with  in  some  of  our  Southern 
States,  and  never  fails  to  attract  the  eye  by  its 
beautiful  blossoms.  The  Tyrant  Flycatcher,  or,  as  it 
is  commonly  named,  the  Field  Martin  or  King  Bird, 
is  one  of  the  most  interesting  visitors  of  the  United 
States,  where  it  is  to  be  found  during  spring  and 
summer,  and  where,  were  its  good  qualities  appreci- 
ated as  they  deserve  to  be,  it  would  remain  unmo- 
lested. A  pair  of  them,  male  and  female,  are  repre- 
sented on  a  branch  of  the  Cottonwood.  They  are 
drawn  in  different  attitudes,  the  better  to  display 
the  varieties  of  their  beautiful  plumage.

Each 
regularly  timed  step  is  lightly  measured,  while  the 
keen  eye  of  the  bird  seeks  for  and  watches  the 
equally  cautious  movements  of  the  object  toward 
which  it  advances  with  all  imaginable  care.  A  little 
in  the  distance,  treading  among  the  tall  grass  grow- 
ing so  thickly  on  the  damp,  marshy  ground,  is  seen 
a  young  heron,  whose  white  plumage  stands  out  in 
marked  contrast  to  the  deep  purple  and  blue  tints  of 
the  older  bird.

attracted  by  the  cacklings  of  the  happy  couple.  The 
female  invariably  squats  next  to  and  almost  under 
the  breast  of  her  lord,  while  he,  always  ready  for  ac- 
tion, throws  himself  on  his  daring  antagonist  and 
chases  him  away,  never  to  return.  Such  is  the  mo- 
ment which  I  have  attempted  to  represent  in  the 
plate."

"The  continued  attachment  that  exists  between 
eagles,  once  paired,  is  not  exhibited  by  these  birds, 
which,  after  rearing  their  young,  become  as  shy  tow- 
ard each  other  as  if  they  had  never  met.  This  is  car- 
ried to  such  a  singular  length  that  they  are  seen  to 
chase  and  rob  each  other  of  their  prey  on 
all  occasions.  I  have  seen  a  cOuple  thus  engaged 
when  one  of  them  had  just  seized  a  young  I'abbit  or 
squirrel,  and  was  on  the  eve  of  rising  in  the  air  with 
it,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  it  off  to  a  place  of 
greater  security.  The  one  would  attack  the  other 
with  merciless  fury,  and  either  force  it  to  abandon 
the  prize  or  fight  with  the  same  courage  as  its  an- 
tagonist, to  prevent  the  latter  from  becoming  the 
sole  possessor.  It  was  after  witnessing  such  an  en- 
counter between  two  of  these  powerful  marauders 
fighting  hard  for  a  young  hare,  that  I  made  the 
drawing  now  before  you,  in  which  you  perceive  the 
male  to  have  gi'eatly  tlie  advantage  over  the  female, 
although  she  still  holds  the  hare  firmly  in  one  of  her 
talons,  even  while  she  is  driven  towards  the  earth 
with  her  breast  upwards."  And  a  gi-and  lifelike  pic- 
ture it  is, — the  one,  with  the  frightened  hare  firmly 
grasped  in  her  talons,  turning  courageously  to  de- 
fend herself  from  the  attack  of  the  other,  which  is 
plunging  headlong  down  through  the  air,  and  in  such 
a  position  as  to  show  to  advantage  the  varied  shades 
of  his  brilliant  plumage.

The  bird  is  all  activity,  as,  with  bill  ex- 
tended, he  is  seen  ready  to  pounce  upon  an  insect 
that  is  hovering  too  near  for  its  own  safety.

Almost  ahvays  on  the  "vving,  we 
scarcely  see  them  in  any  other  position.  Living  on 
the  honeyed  sweets  of  the  most  beautiful  flowers  and 
the  minute  insects  concealed  in  their  corollas,  they 
.  come  to  us  as  ethereal  beings,  and  it  is  not  sui-pris- 
ing  that  they  should  have  excited  the  wonder  and 
adraivatinn  of  mankird."  The  two  i)latos  here  pre- 
sented, side  by  side,  form  indeed  a  lovely  picture. 
On  one  plate  are  four  male  Columhian  Hupvining- 
hlrds  searching  for  food  among  the  flowers,  while'  on 
the  lower  bi'anch  is  a  little  nest  in  which  is  sitting  a 
female  bird.

The  Riiby -throated  Humming-bird 
has  a  particular  liking  for  such  flowers  as  are 
greatly  tubular  in  their  form;  and  it  is  in  the 
midst  of  clusters  of  the  splendid  species  of  Big- 
nonia,  known  as  the  Trumpet  Floicer,  that  Audu- 
bon presents  his  gay  scene.  Ten  of  these  pretty 
birds  are  here  drawn,  some  flitting  through  the  air 
or  resting  on  the  branches,  while  others,  with  head 
and  neck  almost  lost  to  sight,  are  busy  securing  the 
morsels  of  honey  from  the  richly-colored  flowers. 
The  drawings  are  all  from  actual  specimens,  and 
show  the  birds  in  eveiy  stage  of  plumage.

The  Yellow-crowned  Heron,  which  is  one  of  the 
handsomest  species  of  its  tribe,  is  called  "Cap-cap" 
by  the  Creoles  of  Lower  Louisiana,  in  which  coun- 
try it  is  watched  and  shot  with  great  eagerness  on 
account  of  the  excellence  of  its  flesh.  The  adult 
bird  represented  in  the  plate  was  shot  a  few  miles 
from  Charleston,  S.  C.  It  is  pictured  standing 
upon  the  fork  of  an  old  tree  growing  up  out  of  the 
water,  and  with  its  long,  broad  Aving,  whose  beauti- 
fully blended  plumage  is  sho^vn  to  full  advantage, 
presents  a  really  handsome  siffht.  The  young  bird, 
in  its  somewhat  plainer  but  peculiarly  varied  plu- 
mage, is  resting  upon  one  leg,  on  a  branch  above 
its  elder  companion.  A  drawing  of  a  beautiful 
climbing  plant  is  also  given,  winding  itself  around 
the  trunk  and  limbs  of  the  old  tree.  The  whole' 
appearance  of  the  scene  is  so  natural,  and  the  col- 
oring of  the  birds  so  varied  and  gorgeous,  that  the 
picture  could  not  fail  of  attracting  instant  atten- 
tion even  if  placed  in  the  midst  of  those  in  the 
choicest  of  our  art  galleries.

Describing  the  habits  of 
this  celebrated  bird,  Audubon  says:  "Different  spe- 
cies of  snakes  ascend  to  their  nests,  and  generally 
suck  the  eggs  or  swallow  the  young:  but  on  all 
such  occasions,  not  only  do  the  pair  to  which  the 
nest  belongs,  but  many  other  mocking-birds  from 
the  vicinity,  fly  to  the  spot,  attack  the  reptiles,  and 
in  some  cases  are  so  fortunate  as  either  to  force 
them  to  retreat  or  deprive  them  of  life."  It  is  such 
a  scene  as  this  that  is  depicted  here  with  all  the 
vividness  of  life.  The  pair  attacked  are  gallantly 
repelling  their  assailant,  wliile  two  others,  brought 
to  the  scene  by  their  crjes,  are  perched  on  the  upper 
branches,  preparing  to  descend  to  their  assistance.

Five  birds  of  this  species,  so  remarkable  for  the 
extraordinary  changes  which  their  plumage  under- 
goes, are  here  represented  on  a  branch  of  the  Honey 
Locust.

It  is  a  curious  fact  that  although  the  beautiful 
Buff -breasted  Sandpiper  is  by  no  means  rare,  at 
particular  periods,  along  the  shores  of  our  Eastern 
districts,  it  remained  unknown  to  Wilson,  Bona- 
parte, and,  until  found  in  England  by  Mr.  Yarrell, 
even  to  Audubon.  He  has  given  us  here  two  fig- 
ures; one,  a  male  bird  which  he  has  painted  in  the 
act  of  starting  on  wing,  was  drawn  from  Mr.  Yar- 
rell's  specimen;  the  other,  -a  female,  was  drawn 
from  an  American  specimen  procui-ed  at  Boston. 

It  would  be  hard  to  find  a  prettier  picture  than 
that  of  the  two  specimens  of  the  Little  Sandpiper 
as  they  are  here  drawn.  The  scene  is  a  beautiful 
landscape  through  which  a  narrow  inland  river 
empties  over  a  diminutive  waterfall  into  a  pond. 
The  two  little  sandpipers  are  on  the  watch  for  prey — 
one  perched  on  a  rock  with  head  almost  in  the 
water,  the  other  standing  in  the  pond,  eagerly 
watching  in  the  shallow  water  for  the  little  fish 
upon  which  he  expects  to  make  a  meal.

This  bird,  one  of  the  most  singularly  endowed 
by  nature,  is  a  constant  resident  on  all  the  sandy 
and  marshy  shores  of  our  more  southern  States, 
from  South  Carolina  to  the  Sabine  River.

With 
wings  thrown  upwards  to  their  fullest  extent,  ex- 
posing to  view  the  clear  white  breast,  in  marked 
conti-ast  to  the  dark  hues  of  his  back  and  wings, 
he  is  darting  along  over  the  sea,  his  lower  bill  just 
skimming  the  water  and  causing  a  ripple  on  its  sur- 
face.

In  speaking  of  this,  one  of  the  grandest  and  most 
thrilling  scenes  depicted  in  all  of  Audubon's  great 
nature  pictures,  in  which  a  huge  black  snake  is  rep- 
resented as  attacking  a  nest,  and  being  himself  at- 
tacked in  turn,  the  description  should,  in  justice  to 
it,  be  given  in  his  own  woids:  "Reader  look  at- 
tentively at  the  plate  before  you,  and  say  if  such  a 
scene  as  that  which  I  have  attempted  to  portray 
is  not  calculated  to  excite  the  compassion  of  any 
one  who  is  an  admirer  of  woodland  melody,  or  who 
sympathizes  with  the  courageous  spirit  wlaich  the 
male  bird  shows  as  he  defends  his  nest,  and  exerts 
all  his  powers  to  extricate  his  beloved  mate  from 
the  coils  of  the  vile  snake,  which  has  already  nearly 
deprived  her  of  life.  Another  male  of  the  same 
species,  aaiswering  the  call  of  despair  fi-om  his  'fel- 
low-creature,' comes  swiftly  downwards  to  rescue 
the  sufferers.  With  open  bill  he  is  already  pre- 
pared to  strike  a  vengeful  blow  at  the  reptile,  his 
bright  eye  glancing  hatred  at  his  foe.  See  a  third 
grappling  with  the  snake,  and  with  all  its  might 
tearing  the  skin  from  its  body!  Should  this  alli- 
ance of  noble  spirits  prove  victorious,  will  it  not 
remind  you  that  innocence,  although  beset  with 
difficulties,  may,  with  the  aid  of  friendship,  extri- 
cate herself  with  honor?  The  birds  in  the  present 
case  represented  were  greatly  the  sufferers.  Their 
nest  was  upset,  their  eggs  lost,  and  the  life  of  the 
female  in  imminent  danger.  But  the  snake  was 
finally  conqviered,  and  a  jubilee  held  over  his  carcass 
by  a  crowd  of  thrushes  and  other  birds,  until  the 
woods  resounded  with  their  notes  of  exultation.  I 
was  happy  in  contributing  my  share  to  the  general 
joj^  for  on  taking  the  almost  expiring  bird  into 
my  hand  for  a  few  minutes,  she  recovered  in  some 
degree,  and  I  restored  her  to  her  anxious  mate."

The  White-a-owned  Sparrow  Audubon  considered 
the  handsomest  bird  of  its  kind  that  visits  or  in- 
habits the  United  States.  In  the  plate  are  to  be  seen 
two  of  these  interesting  birds,  drawn  many  years 
ago,  one  of  them  a  male  in  full  summer  plumage, 
the  other  a  female  in  the  winter  dress.  He  has 
placed  them  on  a  branch  of  the  Summer  Grape, 
from  which  the  ripe  grapes  are  hanging  in  rich 
clusters.

The  Marsh  Blackbird  is  so  well  known  as  being 
a  bird  of  the  most  nefarious  propensities,  that  in 
the  United  States  one  can  hardly  mention  its  name 
without  hearing  such  an  account  of  its  pilferings  as 
might  induce  one  to  conceive  that  it  had  been 
created  for  the  purpose  of  annoying  the  farmer. 
Audubon  has  here  represented  a  male  and  female 
in  the  adult  state,  and  one  each  in  the  first  spring, 
and  has  placed  them  on  branches  of  the  Red  Maple 
or  Simmp  Maple,  these  birds  being  fond  of  alighting 
on  trees  of  that  kind,  in  early  spring,  to  pick  up 
the  insects  that  frequent  the  blossoms.

On  the  op- 
posite plate,  on  a  branch  of  the  Highland  Ct^tton- 
plant,  are  seen  two  specimens  of  the  Bay-breasted 
Wood-warbler,  which  is  very  uncommon  in  its  ap- 
pearance in  the  United  States,  and  which  Audubon 
considered  as  merely  a  visitor,  breeding  elsewhere.

The  diminutive  and  elegant  species  known  as  the 
Field  Sparrow  may  be  ranked  among  our  constant 
residents,  numerous  individuals  remaining  during 
the  winter  within  the  limits  of  the  Union.  In 
South  Carolina  they  are  met  with  along  every 
hedge-row  and  in  every  brier  patch,  as  well  as 
in  the  old  iields  slightly  covered  with  tall,  slender 
grasses,  on  the  seeds  of  which  they  chiefly  subsist 
during  the  inclement  season.  A  beautiful  male 
specimen  is  here  drawn,  picking  at  the  ripe  hemes 
on  a  bush  of  the  Dwarf  Huckleberry.

It  was 
standing,  as  nearly  as  can  be  represented,  in  the 
position  in  which  it  is  here  seen,  and  upon  the  pros- 
trate trunk  of  a  tree,  not  far  from  a  fence.  His 
drawing  of  it  was  made  on  the  spot.  In  the  plate 
he  has  placed  it  upon  a  little  twig  of  the  tree  com- 
monly called  the  Ironwood  Tree,  a  species  of  Elm. 
On  the  opposite  plate  is  presented  a  curious  picture, 
but  one  indicative  of  the  nature  of  the  birds,  who  are 
not  over-particular  as  to  where  their  nest  is  placed 
or  what  it  consists  of.  In  this  case  it  is  an  old  hat, 
broken  at  the  cro^vn.  The  three  little  creatures  are 
anxiously  peeping  out,  or  hanging  to  the  side  of  the 
hat,  to  meet  their  mother,  which  has  just  arrived 
with  a  spider  for  them  to  feast  upon,  whilst  the 
male  is  on  the  lookout,  ready  to  interpose  should 
any  intruder  come  near.
